Hunger Strike Ends 


It was unofficially stated last night 
that the trouble in Londonderry Jail, 
where 100 internees have been on 
hunger strike, has ended. The men 
had been on strike as a protest 
against the system whereby they do 
their own cooking and laundering, 

It is understood that the settlement 
was brought about by the influence 
of relatives, who visited the prison 
on Monday.

“ But for one thing it might 
be said that irish opinion was 
moving back towards the 
Commonweaith.

BUTTER SUPPLIES 


It would be hard to imagine, con- 
tinued the Minister, that in 1939 
their problem was too much butter;

He was glad to be able to say that 
for January and February of this 
year production is up by about 14 
per cent. on the same period last 
year. 

This winter they had in cold 
storage some 172, cwts.—3,000 
cwis. more than the year before.

Progress in ltaly - 


Wha con be: ‘happening in’ 


accustomed to the kaleidoscopic 
changes om the Russian front, 
with their daily, even hourly, 
advances and retreats over long 
distances, that they find the 
almost static condition of affairs 
in Italy hard to understand. Of 
course, conditions in Italy are 
totally different from those in 
Russia. There is no comparison, 
for example, between the two 
terrains. Neither side on the Italian 
front is able to make much use of 
tanks or other armoured vehicles; 
and the military situation in the 
peninsula is approximating fairly 
closely to that which existed in 
parts of France and Flanders 
during the last war. The Allies 
started off with a great 
flourish of trumpets. After the 
temporary set-back at Salerno, 
their progress was reasonably 
swift, until they came up against 
Marshal von Kesselring’s main 
forces in the Cassino area. Here, 
during recent weeks, there has 
been fighting so bitter and intense 
that it is almost reminiscent of 
Verdun. The: British and 
Americans gave the town a 
terrific hammering, first from the 
ground, using big howitzers with 
a formidable miass of artillery, 
and afterwards from the air, in 
a series of raids which were de- 
scribed as ‘‘the greatest ever.” 
Evidently Cassino was reduced to 
a mass of rubble; but, although 
they must have suffered heavy 
losses, the Germans were not dis- 
lodged. Indeed, British and 
American commentators are in- 
clined to think that the destruc- 
tion of Cassino as a town proved, 
in the event, to be a handicap, 
rather than an advantage, to the 
attacking troops, since it gave the 
Germans an opportunity to 
establish a series of unrecognis- 
able pill-boxes and other defen- 
sive strongholds among _ the 
ruins of the shattered buildings. 
The position at the moment is 
almost fantastic. One reads of 
tanks operating in what once was 
the foyer of the Continental 
Hotel. Germans and Allies alike 
are living in holes in the ground ; 
and both sides admit freely that 
casualties are distressingly high. 
The Americans, with their genius 
for a pungent phrase, describe 
the progress of the last few 
months as ‘‘ inching forward.” It 
is almost literally true to say 
that the Allied advance is 
measured in inches rather than 
in miles, Manifestly, the German 
High Command attaches much 
importance to the maintenance 
of the present lines of defence 
across Italy. Marshal von Kessel- 
ring seems to have no lack either 
of men or of materials. He un- 
doubtedly has been making the 
most of his opportunities; and 


Allies has caused genuine dis- 
appointment in Britain as well as 
in America. 

In the Anzio-Nettuno beach- 
head the position is even more 
obscure. When the Allies made 
their dramatic landing in January 
they met with no opposition of 
any kind until they had succeeded 
in getting the bulk of their troops 
safely ashoré. Marshal yon 
Kesselring manifestly was caught 
on the wrong foot. He knew that 
something was about to happen, 
but guessed wrongly; for he 
rushed three reserve divisions to 
reinforce the main front farther 
south while the British and 
Americans were making their 
landing in his rear. For a few 
days it looked as if the march on 
Rome was going to be what the 
Americans probably described as 
a cake-walk. In” fact, it was 
nothing of the kind. To-day the 
Allies are as far from the Italian 
capital as they were at the begin- 
ning. The fortune of war has 
fluctuated violently in the beach- 
head area, favouring now the 
Allied and now the German 
troops; but, taken by and large, 
the defenders, so far, would seem 
to have had the better of the 
argument. At any rate, they have 
been able to put up an exceed- 
ingly stiff resistance to all the 
Alexander 
and Clark. The political situation 
is intensely interesting. The 
British and Americans are work- 
ing in close union with King 
Victor Emmanuel and Marshal 
Badoglio. Mr. Churchill, in a 
recent speech, admitted that 
public opinion in Italy, so far as 
it could be ascertained ii: existing 
circumstances, might not be 
wholly favourable to His 
Majesty, declaring that steps 
would be taken to find out the 
real wishes of the Italian people 
if, and when, the Allies should 
occupy Rome, In the meantime, 
paradoxically enough, neither the 
British nor the American Govern- 
ment has recognised the Victor 
Emmanuel-Badoglio Administra- 
tion diplomatically.

Some firms have 
taken the practical step of employ- 
ing an electricity overseer, whose 
job it is to check the ise of 
current—to see that heavy motors 
are not being used for light jobs, 
and that no switches are left ‘‘on”’ 
except when work is being done. 


The resultant saving in current is 


not only beneficial to the com- 
munity as a whole; its effects will 
be seen when the E.S.B. sénds in 
its bill. Domestic consumers, too, 
can play a very big part. It is 
not enough merely to cut down the 
number of lights used in a house 
or to switch a light off when it is 
not needed. Electric fires, not 
electric lights, are the rea] villains 
of the piece. It is estimated that 
if people would refrain from using 
their electric fires as a luxury—in 


bedrooms, for instance, because it. 


happens to be a little chilly in the 
morning—there would be a saving 
of no less than ten per cent. in the 
total consumption of the nation. 
Millions of the world’s people at 
this very moment cannot obtain 
the barest necessities of life. Are 
we to jeopardise our necessities 
by cherishing the luxuries? The 
answer is simple: switch off that 
fire!

The Harold Barry Family 


A history of the Harold Barry 
family will shortly be published by 
the Manuscripts’ Commission. The 
family has been connected with Ire- 
land since 853, when they arrived 
here as Danes. At the Settlement of 
Dublin they held a good deal of 
property in the county, and had a 
seat, under the name of Harold, at 
Whitechurch, whence comes the pre- 
sent-day name of Harold’s Cross. 

The family flourished until 1641, 
when disaster descended upon them, 
in the shape of confiscation of their 
estates. ut they continued their 
line in Limerick, where they later 
gave many mayors and sheriffs to 
the city. Their family seat there 
was at Pennywell. 

In the early eighteenth century 

Richard Harold married Mary Barry 
of Buttevant, and later succeede 
both to the Barry estates, and to 
the Barry name. 
, The present seat of the family is 
at Ballyoonare, a fine old house in 
the neighbourhood of Buttevant. 
Above the hall-door may be seen the 
Harold crest, and the date 1596. The 
crest was brought from the original 
seat at Whitechurch,
